challenged to war, 
buckled on the armor, ami drov e the 
proud Emperor from Ids thrum* His sue- 
« •essor, Ferdinand, was a man whose am 
bltion knew no limit 
After compiest» 
in Bohemia ami tin* ev angelical Stab 
the proud Wallenstein cast Ids <*y<* north 
ward and swore by the eternal lights of 
heav en to hav e all the domain at his f**«*t 
The glorious work of protestantism s« *em- 
ed destined to go down fo-« v er. 
But 
night brings out stars 
And th<* y« ,ung 
and v alorous king of Sweden, Gustav us 
Adolphus, arose for tin* rescue.

The fleet set out from Sweden carrying 
sixteen thousand defenders of 
b l e e d i n g 
truth.
